revolution. The Captain-Genernl has op-
yosed thir just claim wilth twelve thousand
golafers of &ll arms, because thul gentleman
wishes to maintain Cuba under the Governaent
of the dethroned Isabella 1I, in whose name
justice la admlulstered Lere. Her portrait is
#till exhibited at the couris and public offices,
the officers bear the luitinis of the ¢x Queen on
their eaps nud uniforms, the oath of ovedienca
is still admivistered in her name, and at the last
lottery arawing she was warmly burrabed, The
present Captain-General 1a therefore ia open
rebellion agsinst the Spanish Government, and
tbe liberal party of this country, both Spaniards
and native Cubans, are determined Lo partuke
ol the hiberty and guarantees now prevalling in
the nation,

The so-called Insurgents have not slolen a
ggle cent from anybody., What they have
taken Lo relieve their necessities has been paid
in cash or with bonds, which will be paid as

soon as the revolulion triumphs, They
are not inceudiaries, The only hurnlnﬁ which
has oecurred Is that of the little village of

Munati, and | it was dome by the shells of the
troops of the Captain-Genersl which fell on the
frume houses. It g in Lthe lnterest ol the
Captain-General and his followers to miare-
resent the insurgente, and for that reason
he Diario de la Marina suys daily that
they are outlaws, thut they have armed the
negroes and desolate tbe country. Theobjectis

The eo ealled insurgents occupy now all the
Fastern territory lfrom Point Muisl to Paerto
‘rineipe, with exception of the large towns
which they have not thoought prudent to hold
until the troops sre completely routed in the
fletid. Judgipg from the good lortune attend-
ing them snud their valor and &kill there is no
doubt of thesuccess of the Liberals, Toey have
establistied their goverument and headquarters
at Bayawo, which they stormed aund captured,
with the Lientenant Governor and 400 men of
his command.

The Annnal Department Reporis—What
Hons berm Done During the Past Year,
THF INDIAN BUREAU.

Tne report of Commissloner Tarslor, of the
Indian Barean, for the fiscal year, has been luid
belore the Becretnrr of the Interior. He says:
The number of Indiane now within the bounds
ot the United Btates, exclusive of those In
Alneks, is about 300,000, He thinks it sad that
they are decreasing liom year to year, and
inding away so, rapidly from the natisns of the
earth, The cuuses theretor, ns well as moch of
the migery and degradation prevailing among
them, are mmoly attributed 1o lutestine wars,
the entuilment of loath~ome dissasss by vicious
whites, and the effects of indolgence in spirit-
uous  lguors, He thinks that & large
proportion . of ludian  tribes show s
stron disposition Lo throw aslide
thelr%mbumun customs, aud embrace ociviliza-
thy, But with them, n8 with all other semwi-
clvilized peoples, improvement is =low, Their
civilization must be tue work of time, patiently
and uwopeinlly progecuted, with liberality on the
puart of tue Government and (atthiol and promot
fjullilment of all its obhgations and promises,
This work sbould enlist the symbpathy of all
lovers of humanivy, and incite to 18 practicsl
demovstration the divine spirit of charity o n
much greater extent than 1@ now manifested,
He tbipke that pot a8 moch interest is shown
now as formerly in the weltare of the rel mau
by those who cpee eought to bring him under
moral and religious ionflaences, Mauy Lripa
bave neither schools nor auv rellgious iostruc
tiou whatever, thoogh the field 18 large and
ready, and there 18 o strong appeal tor Christisn
Inbor and berevolent eflort. Government stould
invite Lo its assistance in this humane work all
good men snd all Christian societie:, and
ebould Jiverslly aid in the supportof schools
und missions, Tbhe Commissionsr says that
peace bas been maintasloed with most of the
1ribes during the past year, aud friendship bas
marked their eourse towards our Government
and cilizens, while they bave falthinlly sndea-
vored to support themselyes and better their
estate, This 18 eald more especially of thise
settled on reservations.  Wiuh others there
buve, however, been such serions difficulties
that we may be said to have an Indisn
war on our hands, He holds that the Chey-
cpnes und Arapslioes have clearly violated
their treaty promises, made scarcely & year ago
to commissioners sent to treas with thém, [Ivis
aifficult to account for their bad bebavior on
any other ground than their innate love of
pluoder aud revenge, intensided by a feeliug of
disentisfaction, oreated, it is presumed, by thes
non-delivery of puns and ammunition promised
them by the Commissioners, but withheld
because the Cheyennes hid vot kept peace. The
Commissioner embodies in his report sumething
of the history of the diflicalties with these two
tribes and the Kiowss aond Camanches, saying
that the last named are lik«ly to be drawn mto
the geperal wer, He fears that the iriendly
ludisnps of these four tribes wili suffer with the
guilty in the meusures of punishment
that may be adopted by the military autho-
rities, though the Bureau has tnkeu such pre-
caulton as it conld to protect the inpocert, If
the hostile savages will wot cease their war
and outrsges they should be punithed with
severity, and their claims upon the Government
ehould be declared forfeiled by Qongrese. Toe
Commissioner alludes to the difliculiles in Arl
zovs and New Mexico, nnd says that they will
continue votil the Indians are put and kept
upon re:servatioue. He congratulaies himeelf
upon the close of the Indian troubles in 1daho
and Dakotab, Alluding to the labors of the
Indisn Pence Cowmnmission, of which General
Bherman wa< the head, the Commissioner has
no doabt that they will yvield widely beneticent
results, Mr. Taslor next details the work ot
the year In makiog nond rat'fying treaties with
alarege nnmber of irbes. and shows Lhat most
of them bave been carried into fuil effect,

CEMETERIES,

Brigadier General M, C. Meigzs has gubmitted
his anvusl report to the Seceretary ol War,
One ol the most interesting ‘sec.lous ot the
report relates 10 the national cemeleries.
Attention hus been pald to gathering and 1deu-
tifying the remaios of soldiers. Tuoemnmumber of
pational cemeteries 18 72, and reports nave
uleo been recwved from 820 local, post, or
private grounds, The total number o1 graves
1& 316,200, of which the ococupusnts of 145, 764
have been satisiactorily ideutided, Toe
smounts expeuded for ettes, eare, transporia-
tion, and all purposes counected with, the work
to June 30, 1868, was $2.600,000, The estimated
expense of the nexl yem is $500,000. Whiie the
imount expeoded scems large, 1t must be
remembered that on account of the numbors
who died at rhe hospiials and camps at the
North the work bss reslly extended over
nearly the whole ecitled territory of the
Btates, The Quartermaster-General
recommends the cuwploynent of disabled sol-
diers for superintesdents and other service
ubout these grounds, He thinks that the States
should pot ve applied fo for monuments, bat
that the Goyerument ehould ¢ msider the whole
cure s sulred trust, Futeen rolls of houor
bave been published, five are in the baods of
the privter, and «ix more will complete the
numlu-r. They coutuin a list of graves of neurly
200,000 soldiers, with the record of the place
where the. remaing were founa, and a hish of
penrly 100,000 graves, which are as yet uuknown,
but which existing records may identify, Cuare-
ful records of everythlog lound with each body,
and of w1l that conid sfrve to help o identlly,
have been preserved. The wooden Leadboaris

As tnis oity has
become the permanent s2at of the Government,
where millions have been expended upon the
public bulldings and the Improvemeat and
cinamentation of the grounds, it would ssem
proper that each Siate should bulld sod furnish
suitable houses for its denators aud Representa-
tives. The necessary appropriations could easliy
be made, and would prove not to be bad invest.
ments, Those bepefited woald be made more
comfortable, aud be able to reecive and enler-
taio their constituents aod friends. The city
would be improved by the addition of hiehly

THHE INDIAN WAR.

Eheridar to Take the Field—<A Fight with
the Savages at Big Coon Creck.

Adivees from Fort Hayes, Kansas, Lo Nov, 14,
give the following Information: -

This post Lus been unususlly lively to-day,
and everything besrs the appearanc: of war \n
earncst, To-morrow beivg the day bHxed by
Geperal Sherjdan for his deéparture 10 the tront,
south of the Arkansss, to twke commaud in
percon of the ope rutions of bis columos azalonst
the horile savages, Company C, 10th Upited
States Cavalry, the scouts, orderlies, Iudians,
baggaue, hsadguarters, truins, and extra horseas
were sent ahead, giving themn ove day's stact of
the General snd his staff, who will leave to-
morrow (Sunday), overtaking the train at the
Morth Fork of the Pawuee, about forty-eight
miles on the way.

Licutenaut Willlam J. Yolkmar, of the 5th
United btates Cavalry, haviog returned bhere
from Fort Dodge, reports an encounter with
Iudisns on Big Coon ereck, On November 2,
Brovet Livulenant-Culonel F. W, Bentesn, Uap-
fain of the 7th United Btates Cavalry, and
Lirutenant W, J, Volkmar, of the 6th United
Biates Cavalry, recelved orders 1o proceed with
a delachment o recruits and a large pumber of
fresh horse to the Tih Cavalry 1o the fdeld
Lientepnnt Chaveelior Martio, of the 34 Uulted
Btutes Infuntry, and wile were also present,
taking this meaops of rewching Fore Dodge, to
which post Licatepunt Martin bad becn ordered.

It was pearly sunset
wheun, as the columu was about togo into camp,
pear Big Cuon creek, the advance guard of ten
men, under Sergeant Ryan, struck o party of
fifty or sixty s=avages lying in & ravine under
cover, appatently awaiting ac opportunity to
make a dash npon the column, Asfoon as the
Serpeant discovered the savapges he dismounted
the guard and guve them a volloy. At the came
time Licutenant Volkmar hastily formed the
troto fo double column, with the led avimals ju
the centre, between the lines of wagous, The
ambulance containivg Mrs, Martin was hkewise
plueed between the wagouns, Licutenant Martin
jolving the skirmishers with his nfles, As
soou a8 the attuck commenced Colonel Beuteen,
with twenty mounted men, started i pur-
suit of the Indians, who were circling aronnd
the train, after the usual mode of Tndian
warfare, the object of the savages evidently
biing to oceasion a etampede of tbe animals,
While thig diversion wus being made by Colonel
Benteen, Lieutenant Volkmur, who bad posted
& line ol sKkirmizhers on the flanks of the
column, moved forward to thesite selected for
the eamp, During the engagement Mis, Murtin
condugted herself in & mauper worthy of the
protession of her husband, eliting smilingly in
the ambulunce, a pistol iv each hand, ready for
any emergeucy. Night coming on Colonel
Bentean discontinunet the pursuit, and alihough
the Todians hovered about the encaimpment
during the night they were afraid to make an
atlack, 8 every precuintion bad been taken to
preveat a surprise. The next morniog the
column resumed ite march, the Indiaps still
beine in sight, but keeping at a distance, With-
cut turtber event the tialn reaclied Fort Dodee
i ealety on the sume duy, katurday atterooon.

The Military Division of the Missonri is sthil
composed of the Departments of Missouri, Platte
aud Dakota, enubraciog subslautially the country
west of the Mississippl, niver to the Kocky
Mountalns, iucluding New Mexico, Uian,
aud Montans, These depurtments are coms-
manded by Generals Bberidan, Augur, and
Ferry, whose mouual reports are teansmitted
herewith, and to them 1 refer you for more
detailed siatements of the progress made, and
of the events of the past year, Youa will observe
that whilet the country geuernily hias been at
peace, the people on the Plans and the troops
of my commaud have pecn constantly at war,
endurivg all its dangers and hardships, with
none of ite honors or rewards, In former re-
perts [ enaeavored to describe the reasons and
cauEes which made a state of
war. the nosmal conditlon of affairs on
the Plaine, and have since studied to find
tome lasting remedy, bat thus far without suce
cess, Our people coutinue as heretofore to
settle on the exposed poluts of the froantier, to
travel without the precaution which a well-
known danger would suggest, and to run aflter
every wild report of the discovery ot gold or
other precions metals, thus coming into daily
contact snd necessary conthiet with discontented
and bostile Iuvdiane, The co-ordiunte depart-
wents of our Goverument likewize contiuue
to exlend the surveys of public lands
westward, and grant patenis to occupaots
to locate snd build railroads, and to establish
muil routes, with the necessary sta‘ions and
1elays of horses, as though that region of coun-
try were 1n profound peace aud all danger to
occupation snd trunsit bud passed away, Over
all the~e matters the military authorities have
10 control, yet their public natnre implies pub-
lie protection, and we are daly and bhouorly
culled oun for gnards and escorts, and are lelt in
the breach to cateh all the kicks and culfs of a
wur of races, witbhout the privilege of advising
or beiug consulted be'orehund, The reporls of
Generals Sheridan, Aucur, and Terry contain
sburdaut evidence on these points, and I refer
to them here merely to demonstrale the (act
that, us louvg as those things continue from
vecessity and public poliey, we cannot reduce
our military forces on the forntier, and should
pot even allow their strengih to full away by the
rapid causes of death, discharge, sul deserilon,

but ebould keep the rauks contioualiy
replenistied with fresh recroirs. At
